20 IN AIRLINER 
FLEE FIRE AS FUEL 
TRUCK EXPLODES 


NEW YORK, June 25 (AP) — 
Gasoline being piped into a DC-6 
airliner caught fire at La Guardia 
Field yesterday and set off a blast 
in a fuel truck tank that hurled 
flaming gasoline many yards. 

However, the fire was extin- 
guished in six minutes by field 
fire fighting equipment. No one 
was reported injured and damage 
was said to be relatively light. 
Twenty passengers had boarded 
the plane, airport officials said, 
but were quickly led to safety. 

The 
plane, an American Airlines craft, 
was being fueled about 100 yards 
from the airport administration 
building. Five other planes were 
nearby. 

The passengers were among 42 
en route to Washington, D.C., 
Nashville and Fort Worth.

In 1938, two years after the con- 
vention, Warren was elected State 
Attorney General under Demo- 
cratic Gov.

In 
California, the Attorney General is 
considered the No. 2 position in 
the state administration. 

With three out of five of the 
state’s voters registered Demo- 
crats, Warren ran against Olson 
for Governor. During the cam-

state, Warren is known as a fre- 
quent traveler. It has been esti- 
mated that he has traveled 100,000 
miles in California since he first 
wag elected Governor. Wherever 
he goes he stops and talks with 
the people, as many as possible. 
He is a tireless asker of questions. 
His eagerness to learn about the 
problems of the people ig believed 
to have contributed greatly to his 
success as an administrator. 
Way of Solving Problems. 

His method when confronted 
with a problem of state is to find 
the experts in the field. After 

a selection of them, he 
appoints his chosen ones to a com- 
mittee or a commission to get the 
facts. Almost invariably he fol- 
lows the counsel of such a group. 
As a result of the work of such a 
group, Warren recommended in- 
creases in old age assistance pay- 
ments, and tax reductions totaling 
$541,000,000 in six years. 

Later accomplishments included 
the reorganization of the state 
prison system; a $2,800,000,000 
long-range highway development 
program and continuance of the 
| $96,000,000 annual tax reduction. 
He failed to swing the Legisla- 
ture over to his public health 
program.

Lochmoeller, who has been 
studying the 52-page report of the 
Circuit Attorney’s investigation 
of bondsmen and bonds since last 
February, said the offense, if any, 
against the bondsmen is perjury, 
which is a felony and out of the 
jurisdiction of his office, which 
prosecutes misdemeanors only. 

Before turning the report of the 
investigation over to Lochmoeller, 
Griffin said the bondsmen were 
found to have made false affi- 
davits in their applications for 
qualification as bondsmen in po- 
lice courts, the courts of criminal 
correction and the. circuit court 
for criminal causes. Since the 
making of false affidavits was a 
misdemeanor, he added, he gave 
the report to Lochmoeller for ac- 
tion, 

A study of the 
Lochmoeller said, indicated the 
offense, if any, is perjury, which 
is defined in State Statutes as the 
making of any false statement in 
judicial proceedings. He said the 
signing of bonds is part of a 
judicial proceeding. 

Griffin said he previously had 
overruled prosecutions on charges 
of perjury, because the misstate- 
ments made were in blanket quali- 
fications. He explained that a 
bondsman would qualify and leave 
the deed to his property with the 
clerk of the court and sign bonds 
against it as the occasion arose. 

This practice has been stopped, 
Griffin said. Since the investiga- 
tion, bondsmen are required to 
qualify for each bond they sign. 
Records in Griffin’s office showed 
that total outstanding judgments 
and forfeitures amount to $23,300. 
In most of these cases, prisoners 
have been surrendered or money 
has been deposited to pay off their 
bonds in case of forfeiture. Less 
than $5500 in bonds is not covered 
by deposits.

LEWIS AND OPERATORS SIGN 


CONTRACT; $1-A-DAY RISE 


Welfare Fund Doubled to $100,000,000 a 
Year—Captive Mine Negotiator Refuses 
to Accept Pact Over Union Shop.

WASHINGTON; June 25—It is 
Christmas in June for the 400,000 
soft-coal miners who swear al- 
legiance to John L. Lewis. Once 
again the obdurate boss of the 
United Mine Workers is cast in 
the role of Santa Claus, distribut- 
ing among his followers choice 
plums with which reluctant mine 
operators filled the sack he carries 
over his shoulder, 

Today the signatures were put 
on paper, formalizing a contract 
in which Lewis won for his miners 
a $l-a-day increase in their basic 
wage and a welfare fund of 3100, 
000,000 a year—twice the amount 
provided by last year’s agreement. 
After trumpeting like wounded 


geese over Lewis's “extortionate” 


demands, and resisting to the bit- 
ter end his efforts to distribute 
among the miners the welfare 
fund accumulated by last year’s 
10-cent a ton royalty on coal 
mined, most of the operators sur- 
rendered docilely. For one more 
year they will dance to the tunes 
called by the frustrated Shakes 
pearean tragedian, who is far from 
frustrated when it comes to driv- 
ing a hard deal across the bar- 
gaining table. 
Operators’ Cards. 

With coal miners already the 
nouveau riche of laboring groups, 
the operators had seemed to hold 
high cards in the contest, They 
could point not only to the welfare 
fund, activated this week thanks 
to United States District Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough, but to average 
weekly earnings of $74.60 for coal 
miners against the average of 
$51.89 for all industrial workers. 
They could point to the inroads 
being made on the market for coal 
by substitute fuels, as a result of 
rising prices. 

Whey, then, did they throw in 
the towel? Steps already had 
been initiated under the provi- 
sions of the Taft-Hartley Act, look- 
ing toward issuance of an 80-day, 
no-strike injunction, but these 
were held in abeyance when it 
became apparent an agreement 
might be reached, 

The operators aren’t saying why, 
officially. But one associated 
with them told this reporter “a lot 
of the fight went out of them” 
when Judge Goldsborough upheld 
Lewis on the welfare fund con- 
troversy. ie 

To this he added: “The big opera- 
tors, some of them, are making as 
much as $1.60 a ton on coal. When 
you’re making that much money 
it’s hard to fight about a buck a 
day for the miners, and another 
10 cents on the royalty.” 

Cried “Wolf” Too Often. 

But even this isn’t the full ex- 


* 


be that the operators had cried 
“wolf” so often when, in resisting 
Lewis’s plans for the welfare 
fund they had insisted what he 
wanted would require a 40-cent- 
a-ton royalty, that they convinced 
themselves they were getting off 
cheap at .20 cents.a ton. 

Even if the operators had stood 
firm and waited out the Taft- 
Hartley injunction period, they 
might have found themselves in 
a worse fix than before. It hardly 
could be expected that the miners, 
balked in their demands, would 
have strained themselves this 
summer to build an above-ground 
stockpile of coal against the com- 
ing winter. The injunction would 
have run out, and the miners 
would have been free to strike. 
just about the time the demand 
for coa¥ would be heaviest, with 
cold weather approaching and 
coal bins empty throughout the 


country. 

Maybe it isn’t cricket to point 
out that this is an election year, 
and the big operators are regard- 
ed as favorably disposed in gen- 
eral toward the Republican party. 
But the fact remains that had 
they resisted to the utmost, and 
had there been a coal strike in the 
fall, the voters might have won- 
dered how effective after all was 
this. Republican-sp ed Taft- 
Hartley law that was supposed to 
stop strikes, 

The new coal agreement has 
some important repercussions out- 
side the coal industry, It confirms 
—if confirmation were needed 
that there is in progress a third 
postwar boost in wage rates, 


Objects to Union Shop. 


At the eleventh hour today, 
Harry M. Moses, representative 
for the captive mines owned by 
steel companies, refused to sign 
the over-all agreement on the 
ground that he objected to the 
union shop provision of the con- 
tract. This dispute, however, is 
likely to beeshort-lived. 

For one thing, the booming steel 

industry needs coal desperately to 
maintain production. For another, 
Lewis is not likely to be obstinate 
about the union shop matter, He 
can rely on miners, for whom he 
has won large wage increases, to 
give their loyalty to the union. 
Even if he couldn't, coal mining is 
at best a hazardous occupation, 
and it would be a hardy soul in- 
deed who chose to go down into 
the pits as a non-union member, 
inviting the resentment of those 
with whom.he worked. 
The steel industry, which owns 
about 15 per gent of the soft coal 
production through “captive” 
mines, almost certainly must now 
reconsider its position on wages. 
Last April it denied the United 
Steel Workers a wage increase 
and said it would reduce prices 
instead. This denial was the out- 
come of negot.etions begun mid- 
way in a two-year contract under 
a wage reopening clause, and the 
union, bound by a no-strike pledge, 
had to accept it. 

It is hardly to be supposed that 
the steel industry, which employs 
both coal miners and steel work- 
ers, will want, by adhering to its 
decision of last April, to point 
out to its stee worker employes 
that the way to get ahead in life 
is to adopt the tactics of the mine 
workers. Without taking into con- 
sideration Lewis’s new gains for 
his miners, the steel workers were 
in relatively the worse position, 
with average weekly earnings of 
$54.09 against the miners’ $74.61 
plus welfare fund benefits. : 

Steel Workers’ Position. 

Theoretically, the new miners’ 
increase adds about 27 cents to 
the cost of a ton of coal. The 
average miner puts six tons above 
ground each working day, and the 
added cost works out as 10 cents 
a ton more for the royalty fund 
and 17 cents a ton more“for the 
miner’s pay envelope, These costs 
very widely, of co.rse, from mine 
to mine, and anyone who expects 


the price of coal to rise no more 


than 27 cents a ton is an incur- 
able optimist. Industry sources 
estimated the price rise would be 
40 to 50 cents a ton. ee 

Coal is important in steel pro- 
duction, and whatever the increase 
in cost of coal, the cost of steel 
will rise proportionately. If, on 
top of that there is a wage in- 
crease for steek workers, steel 
prices will go that much higher, 
and so- will washing machines, 
automobiles, furnaces, bobby pins, 
and all the many» products in 
common use which are made of 
steel.

WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)-— 
President Truman signed today: 
a bill to let 205,000 European war 
refugees come to this country in 
the next two years. 

Truman said he signed the bill 
“with great reluctance” because 
it was not what he had requested 
of Congress. 

He issued an 1800-word state- 
ment criticizing some of the bill’s 
provisions. 

If Congress were in session, 
Truman said, he would veto the 


bill and urge passage of one 
“fairer and humane.” 7 
The President said it is “a clos¢ 
question whether this bill is bet- 
ter or worse than no bill at all.” 
He described it as forming “a 
pattern of discrimination and in- 
tolerance wholly inconsistent with 
the American sense of justice.” 

Saying that it “mocks the Amer-. 
ican tradition or fair play,” he 
added that it “discriminates in cal-. 
lous fashion against digplaced per- 
sons of the Jewish faith.” He alsa- 
said it. excludes many Catholics 
“who deserve admission” to th 
United States. a 

The measure was passed by 
Congress on the last day of the 
recent session and was a compro-. 
mise of separate Senate and. 
House bills. Truman said it con- 
tains largely ‘t‘he worst features” 
of the two measures. 

Of the total number to be ad- 
mited, 2000 would be Czechoslo- 
vakians who have fled their home- 
land since Jan. 1, and 3000 would 
be displaced orphans under the 
age of 16. The remaining 200,-

Warsaw Conference Communique Lists Uni- 
fied Government, 4 Other ‘Urgent’ Steps 
— Attacks Western Decisions.

WARSAW, June 25 (AP)—Rus-

A communique by the foreign 
ministers of the eight eastern na- 
tions, who ended a two-day con-

1, German eT a ae by 
agreement of the g Four— 
Russia, the United States, Brit- 
ain and France. 

2. Big Four control “for a 
definite period” over the Ruhr's 
heavy industry to keep from re- 
storing Germany's war poten- 
tial, 

3. Conclu: on of a peace treaty 
with Germany and withdrawal 
of all occupation troops a year 
later. 

4. “Measures or fulfillment by 
Germany of her reparations ob- 
ligations towards the states 
which suffered from German ag- 
gression.” 

Western Plan Attacked 

The foreign ministers, including 
Russia's V. M. Molotov, charged 
that the recent six-nation London 
conference violated the Potsdam 
agreement intrusting German 
questions to the Council of (Big 
Four) Foreign Ministers. They 
said the steps they urged were in 
accordance with the Potsdam and 
Yalta agreements. 

The Russians made the same 
charge—western violation of the 
Potsdam agreements—before and 
after the London talks. Just be- 
fore the western agreement was 
made public June 7, they were 
given copies and were invited to 


join but later rejected the plan. 
The six western nations, the Unit- 
ed States, Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg, agreed to set up a fed- 
eral government in western Ger- 
many and to establish control of 
the Ruhr by the six nations and 
Germany. 

The eastern communique said 
the London decisions aimed at a 
“puppet government” to make 
western Germany and especially 
the Ruhr a weapon “for military- 
strategic purposes of the U.S.A. 
and Britain.” It declared the gov- 
ernment of Germany should be 
made up of representatives of 
“democratic parties and organiza- 
tions.” 

Attack on Marshall Plan. 

The statement attacked the 
Marshall plan. It accused the 
United States, Britain and France 
of embarking on “the political and 
economic splitting and dismember- 
ment of Germany.” 

The communique. also charged 
that the Western Allies’ separate 
currency reform in their zones 
of Germany broke an agreement 
with Russia. 

Well informed sources said 
some in the Warsaw meeting 
wanted to counter the western 
German government plan with an 
eastern German state but the con- 
ference finally agreed on one 
more attempt for German unity. 
The sources said if this failed the 
Soviet hloc would create a sep- 
arate eastern German govern- 
ment. , 

(In Berlin, the American li- 
censed newspaper Neue Zeitung 
quoted political sources as saying 
the Soviet-sponsored Berlin City 
Council would announce an “east 
German government” June 30 or 
July 1.) 

In the conference with Russia 
were Albania, Bulgaria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Poland, Ro- 
mania and Yugoslavia. Russia 
and Poland called the meeting.

Separate currency reform in 
Germany's western zones was ef- 


fected despite the obvious neces- | 


sity of carrying out a unified cur- 
rency reform for the whole of Ger- 
many according to an agreement 
between the U.S.S.R., the U.S. A., 
Britain and France, as proposed 
by the Soviet Government. 

Instead of the hitherto existing 
nnified currency system with a

BEVIN INTERRUPTS 
HS VACATION FOR 
CABINET TALKS 


Calls Berlin Situation 
‘Delicate’-—Won’'t Tell 
Commons What He 
Proposes to Do. 


LONDON, June 25 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin told 
the House of Commons today a 
“delicate state of affairs” exists 
in Berlin. 

He said the Soviet embargo on 
road and rail shipments from the 
west, and interrupted power serv- 
ice in the city, have resulted in a 
serious situation. But, he added, 
Berlin inhabitants are displaying 
great calmness, are showing no 
sign of being intimidated.” He said 
the British commander in Berlin 
reported sufficient food stocks on 
hand to “render any immediate 
anxiety unnecessary.” 

The Foreign Secretary, who cut 
short a seaside vacation to re- 
turn to London last night, turned 
aside a question as to what was 
to be done to restore transport to 
Berlin. 

To a question whether Britain 
intends to stay permanently in 
Berlin, he said he would add noth- 
ing to a speech he made some 
days ago. Apparently he referred 
to an address made at the Labor 
patty conference last month, when 
he said British occupation, forces 
will remain in Berlin “whatever 
provocation there may be.” 

The Cabinet was summoned to- 
day to a special meeting, its sec- 
ond within 12 hours, presumably | 
to discuss the Berlin situation. 

Prime Minister Attlee and lead- 
ing members of the Cabinet held 
a special meeting last nights GOv- 
ernment sources said negotiations 
in Washington on a Marshall plan 


ordering that all western food sup- 
plies be distributed only in the 
western sectors of the city. 

No confirmation was available | 
in Allied quarters here of the 
Helmstedt report, but there 
seemed no reason to doubt it. 
The Russian action closing the 
border was taken by the Soviet 
commander at Marienborn on the 
ground that the railroad to Ber- 
lin was in need of urgent repairs. 
Apparently these repairs will be 


completed by Monday. 

A big backlog of freight trains 
was piled up at Helmstedt, where 
the border closure began a week 
ago after the Western powers in- 
troduced currency reform in the 
western zones of Germany. 

British authorities at Helmstedt 
yesterday halted all German 
freight trains which normally pass 
through Helmstedt en routes to 
destinations in the Soviet zone 
other than Berlin. This British 
action may have caused the Rus- 
sian backdown on the closure or- 
der, Such big cities as Leipzig in 
the Soviet zone are heavily de- 
pendent for coal and other sup- 
plies on the western zones.

CIO United Auto Workers coun- 
tered the Ford Motor Co.’s offer 
of an 11-14-cent hourly wage in- 
crease with revised demands of its 
own today totaling twice that 
much. 

A UAW spokesman said the de- 
mands would cost Ford at least 
an additional 28 cents an hour. 

The union demands include: 
(1) A flat 14-cent-an-hour pay 
raise. (2) A company. financed 
hospitalization, health and med- 
ical care program equal to another 
& cents an hour. (3) Elimination 
of what the union called “differ- 
entials in economic standards be- 
tween Ford and its competitors.“ 
This would include higher night 
differential pay, more vacation 
pay, elimination of so-called merit 
spreads,” more call-in pay and 
other fringe benefits, adding up 
to 6 cents an hour. 

Ford, earlier this week, offered 
a i¢-cent rise to all of its 110,000 
employes making more than the 
average $1.50 an hour and 11 cents 
to those making less.

Gov. Dewey proved himself a bold and shrewd 
politician in winning the G.O.P. nomination from 
a formidable list of rivals. Behind this boldness 
and shrewdness, of course, were years of careful, 
methodical preparation, association with impor- 
tant political figures throughout the country and 
an unusually alert and astute staff. Even so, 
the New Yorker made last-minute decisions ‘at 
the convention that proved him a master 
strategist. . 

Dewey’s victory was settled, of course, by the 
fact that no effective anti-Dewey front could be 
formed, Stassen had deeply antagonized Taft by 
invading his home state of Ohio for delegates. 
The older candidates regarded Stassen as some- 
thing of a political upstart who wouldn't play the 
rules of the game. Taft and Vandenberg have 
been very far apart on foreign policy, since Taft 
is much less internationalist than the Michigan 
Senator, Gov. Warren, who last won the Dem- 
ocratic as well as the Republican ticket in 
California, has social and economic views con- 
siderably in advance of Taft, Stassen and Van- 
denberg. So there really was no solid ground 
for an anti-Dewey coalition.

Dewey has been in the national picture for a 
long time. He first Game to attention as a highly 
successful prosecutor in New York and thefi as 
Governor, where he has made a record for ad- 
ministrative efficiency. His first attempt for the 
presidency was blitzed by Wendell Willkie, then 
a rank outsider so far as professional politics 
is concerned. Dewey easily won the nomina- 
tion in 1944, but found himself pitted against 
Franklin Roosevelt and against the further 
handicap that the country, being still at war, 
was reluctant to swap horses. Even so, Dewey 
amassed a huge total of votes which, if dis- 
tributed a bit differently, would have landed 
him in the. White House. : 

Despite the length of time Dewey has been in 
public life, he lacks warmth and magnetism. 
This makes him seem aloof from the people. 
Alistair Cooke, an English journalist, sketches 
him sharply in the Manchester Guardian. After 
pointing out that Dewey not only surrounds him- 


self with men of great ability, but wins their 


enthusiastic loyalty, Mr. Cooke continues: 


. . . there is a public image of him that 
not even his loyal lieutenants... . (can) 
erase. It is of a foxy, withdrawn man, who 
labors after the one human quality that can- 
not be labored: friendliness, intimacy; hu- 
mility. Americans are quick to reject a 
man’s valuation of himself and sense his 
inner misgivings. He has gone after the 
presidency with the humorless calculation 
of a certified public accountant in pursuit of 
the Holy Grail. 


Mr. Cooke, however, praises Dewey's ability 
to learn and grow and, though he thinks Dewey 
“would look foolish in Roosevelt’s cape, he 
would be a far finer administrator than Roose- 
velt ever was.” It-must be this efficiency that 
makes so many Americans want to vote for 
Dewey, since that is a much admired quality in 
this country. Dewey, even in defeat, has always 
polled a large vote. 


In a penetrating analysis of Dewey and his 
methods, Joseph and Stewart Alsop write: 

The real secret of Dewey’s ‘success has 
been a political organization as hard, as ef- 
fective, and as tough as one of the huge 
modern machine presses which stamp out 
gigantic pieces of solid steel in one rapid, 
relentless motion. 


And they come to this eonelusion: 

If one is to judge President Dewey by the 
performance of Candidate Dewey, compe- 
tence, efficiency and a certain ruthlessness 
will be the keystones of his administration. 


During Dewey’s 1944 candidacy, this news- 
paper criticized him on various scores. He 
seemed to address the people as though he were 
a prosecutor addressing a jury and appealing for 
a conviction. He sometimes took sentences out 
of their context and gave them a meaning 
not intended by the speaker. There was a cer- 
tain hardness about his approach that seemed 
unnecessary to carry vigor and conviction, Per- 
haps, in the intervening years, his capacity to 
learn and grow has served to root out some of 
these qualities. i 

— — * 

This year the political master, Franklin Roose- 
velt, is not in the campaign. There is no shooting 
war to distract the electorate; and there is such 
dissension in the Democratic party that Republi- 
can chances are brighter than they have been 
for a long time. Relieved of the pressures of 
1944, Gov. Dewey can relax and show his best 
side to the country. But it is not just a matter 
of cultivating a winning personality or of de- 
veloping a greater warmth. 


Those things catch votes, but they are also 
needed in the art of statesmanship. The years 
ahead are going to be arduous ones, no matter 
who is in the White House, and there is a vast 
difference between being a good administrator 
of New York State and the leader of the great- 
est nation in the world. For the President must 
not only be able to work with men in his Cabi- 
net, in Congress and in the large federal estab- 
lishment; he must also deal with statesmen of 
other nations at a time when the United States 
is deeply involved in world affairs. 
also be a man of broad and deep principle, who 
should understand the forces behind events and 


who has the rare quality to lead the people. 


Between now and November, the country will 
be able to measure Dewey anew and to decide 
how well he is fitted for the presidency.

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Tension in Berlin 
Unquestionably, the Berlin situation is more 
critical than it has been at any time since the 
Nazi collapse. The Russians now are bluntly 


saying that the Western Allies should get out. 


Power, railroad and water services were inter- 
rupted yesterday. Nobody was meant to be taken 
in by the usual excuses about “technical diffi- 
culties.” The Russians were demonstrating how 
uncomfortable they can make Berlin. 


Gen. Clay, however, met them with firmness 
and vigor. “They can't drive us out, he said, 
“short off war.“ No concessions are being made. 
Military government representatives are not 
complaining in defeatist tones that the American 
people are not ready to go to war over Berlin. 


There never should have been such complaints 
since the Russians probably never were willing 
to go to that extreme either. It is necessary 
only to meet them on their own terms. That is 
now being done. The Western Allies are going 
ahead with the distribution of their new cur- 


rency. The Russians also are issuing a revalued 


mark. But when they sought to force it on 
the German municipal authorities, they got ap- 
proval for its distribution only in the Red sector. 

The British promptly stopped the shipment of 
coal and iron from the Ruhr to the Soviet zone. 
The Americans stopped interzonal trade. They 
also began to move freight by air to Tempelhof

The Strange Case of Mr. Hertenstein 
Two of the three members of the Civil Service 
Commission have ordered the removal of 


‘Charles Hertenstein from his position as aid to 


Mayor Kaufmann on the ground that he violated 
civil service regulations by engaging in. politics. 
The third commission member refused to go 
along, arguing that it was improper to act 
against Hertenstein on the testimony of one 
witness who was herself involved in the situa- 
tion which led to the majority decision. ~ 

Be that as it may, nobody who knows the City 
Hall would argue very seriously that Mr. Her- 
tenstein is not a politician. Local Republican 
political activities long have been his meat and 
his wine. And there can be no more arguing 
against the proposition that he has been valu- 
able to the Mayor simply because of this. It 
is only realistic to recognize that the mayoral 
office is a political one. Political assistance is 
essential to a Mayor’s election, and it also plays 
a large part in getting his program into force. 

Thus, Mr. Hertenstein maintained liaison be- 
tween the Mayor's office and the Board of 
Aldermen. He played a very important role in 
persuading the Aldermen to adopt such «meas- 
ures as the clean restaurant ordinance, the rat 
control ordinance, the city plan, and the fly 
ash and air pollution measures. Mr. Hertenstein 
not only represented the Mayor at aldermanic 
meetings; he also was valuable in maintaining 
contacts between the Mayor’s office and the va- 
rious departments. He acted as an investigator 
of matters coming before the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. And he performed signifi- 
cant services in shaping the city budget. 

In spite of this record, the fact remains that 
Mr. Hertenstein occupied a so-called classified 
position, one in which political activity is for- 
bidden by the merit system amendment to the 
City Charter. Thus he was exposed to the action 
which the commission has taken against him. 
He is going to the courts; but they, too, may 
find that he violated the letter of the law. 

The Hertenstein episode, however, will be 
useful if it leads to a realistie revision of the 
Since a political city 
government hardly can bé maintained without 
politicians, a position such as Mr. Hertenstein’s 
never should have been subject to the charter 
amendment’s ban against political activities. In 
subjecting it to such regulation, the authors of 
the amendment presupposed a Utopian state of 
perfection to which the American governmental 
machine has not yet attained on any level, local, 
state or federal. This situation should be made 
to jibe with the facts of life.

A Fine Rent Board 


Commendation is due to the retiring rent ad- 

visory board for the Illinois part of metropolitan 
St. Louis. The new federal rent law has re- 
quired the replacement of four of its five mem- 
bers so as to give better-balanced representation 
to landlords, tenants and the general public. As 
a nationwide matter such reorganizations will 
result in fairer decisions, but the original East 
Side board proved, itself more than fair to ten- 
ants in spite of its members’ natural sympathy 
for the landlords’ interests. 
All five members were real estate people. 
They could not have been fairly criticized if they 
had recommended a 15 per cent general rent in- 
crease, as the board for St. Louis actually did. 
But they recommended against any general in- 
crease. They also made an excellent record in 
handling individual rent cases. . 

By all original indications, that board was 
loaded on the side of the real estate business. 
But when it was given a public trust, it leaned 
over backward to measure up.

Gov. Warren Accepts 

It is pleasing that Nominee Dewey should have 
sought Gov. Warren as his running mate and 
pleasing that he should accept. Four years ago, 
when offered the vice presidential nomination, 
he flatly refused to accept. Warren is immensely 
popular in California, where he has been elected 
Governor on both Republican and Democratic 
tickets. 

A measure of the man can be gained from 
this summary of his performance as war-time 
Governor by Irving Stone in Life Magazine: 


He became Governor of California in 
January, 1943. The war boom was on. 
Some 3,000,000 people were pouring into 
the state to man the huge new factories and 
till the fields, The facilities for housing, 
education, public health and law enforce- 
ment bulged past the breaking point. The 
tasks of a peacetime Governor were multi- 
plied-a thousandfold. 


Despite the pressures Earl Warren re- 
stored tranquillity between the executive 
and legislative branches. He streamlined 
the business structure of the state. He éut 
taxes, raised old-age pensions, instituted in- 
dustrial safety measures, started thorough- 
going reforms in the prison system, set up 
a superb public health program. He ex- 
panded recreational facilities and child-care 
centers, increased appropriations for edu- 
cation. Strikes fell off sharply. The rank 
and file of labor has always backed him. 


Gov. Warren is of presidential stature in his 
own right, which is as it should be. Too often 
vice presidential nominees have been chosen 
for cheap reasons of “availability.” Warren is 
available in that he represents the West Coast 
and thus balances Dewey from the East Coast. 
But he is also a man of fine achievement and of 
splendid instincts, who will add to the ticket a 
strong quality of Western liberalism.

The Trek to the City 


The Census Bureau reports that the farm 
population of the United States is down to 27. 
500,000 or 10 per cent less than it was in 1940. 
This comes about because the mechanization of 
agriculture is constantly releasing a larger num- 
ber of people for city life. The trend has been 
under way ever since the Revolutionary War, Lut 
it is being speeded up now by such inventions as 
the mechancal cotton picker, the potato digger 
and the sugar beet harvester. : 

The shift of population means that future 
depressions will have less chance fo be cushioned 
by a return of city people to the soil. There 
simply won't be facilities on the farm to re- 
ceive them. It means also that more attention 
should be given to the expansion of basic produc- 
tion in such things as steel, power, coal and 


transportation, so that industry will have the 


raw materials with which to supply an expanding 


number of jobs. This is a matter to which the 


President's Council of Economic Advisers might 
give serious attention.

This is a timid offering to employers and 
union leaders alike. There is a phase of 
labor-management relations far more pro- 
ductive of profit ta both sides than efforts 
to take advantage of or to circumvent the 
Taft-Hartley bill. 


It is offered timidly because all the furor 
seems to be directed toward far more com- 
plex theories than the simple fact that labor 
relations are human relations. 


The employer who never did have good 
labor relations will spend his money and 
time to use the Taft-Hartley bill to further 
foster bad labor relations. The employer 
who had a good setup wili maintain it no 
matter what happens in Washington. 


Behavior Against Self-Interest 


After long and intimate personal contact 
with employers and union leaders, I have 


seen the strangest contradictions among 


men. I have seen canny businessmen take 
a course opposite to every business precept, 
and I have seen union men adopt methods 
completely contrary to the welfare of their 
unions. Most of these businessmen were 
no “old school” employers, the pot-bellied 
feudal barons of the left-wing press. Nor 
were the union leaders the racketeers and 
goons of the right-wing press. They were 
just fools. 


From them and from participation in the 
settlement. of their disputes I learned that 
the legal verbiage of the contracts, the 
complex formulas of the labor-relations ex- 
perts, the efforts to legislate industrial 
peace, alt have served to bury the area of 
effort most productive of that desired re- 
sult. Good human relations in the indus- 
trial family is not a phrase; it is a good 
business method for employers. 


Why don’t labor and management under- 
stand this and adopt co-operation in set- 
tling disputes? 

For one thing, the American people are 
perfectionisis. At the drop of a harsh 
word they will fight for principles and in 
the industrial sphere disregard the pak a- 
mount premise that nothing, 
nothing must interfere with production. 
The closed shop, industry-wide bargaining, 
guaranteed annual wage, and all the other 
points of conflict are subsidiary to that one 
very clear truth, that every work stoppage 
is a repetition of the golden goose fable. 


Getting Busy Too Late 


Like war, a strike or a shutdown is an 
eventuality for which both disputants must 
be prepared, yet which solves nothing. In- 
ternationally, we are attempting to foster 
bargaining machinery other than war. in 
the United Nations. Industrially, we have 
made no such effort. All our orientation 
has been in the direction of ending indus- 
trial warfare quickly after it has broken 
out, rather than of preventing it. 

We have been fooled by the rationaliza- 
tions of mass production. The assembly 
line has not stamped the individual worker 
in the mold of an automaton, an attach- 
ment to the machine. What many employ- 
ers have failed to account for, to their sor- 


absolutely - 


row, is the new assertion of the individual 
worker through the collective voice of his 
bargaining agency. 

In the experience of the LMC, work stop- 
pages not caused by wages or conditions 
demands in negotiating a contract almost 
always initiate in faulty grievance ma- 
chinery. The grievance committee is looked 
upon by some employers as unwarranted 
interference in personnel matters. They 
are wrong, completely wrong. 


Mase Production, Mass Bargaining 


So. few employers know that they are . 


bargaining collectively because that method 
of bargaining is more efficient, just as 
mass production is more efficient than 
hand production. But, just as the greater 
production of the assembly line does not 
eliminate the problem of distributing a 
commodity, the existence of a union does 
not eliminate the individual. 


Can labor and management be brought 
together? To answer that in any but a 
Pollyanna or Cassandra manner, it would 
have to be done with another question. 
Can a child be taught to live with his fel- 
lows? Labor and management are two 
children, newly met, and they both see the 
same ball in front of them—a big, splendid 
plaything. Neither sees the two smaller 
balls on the side, and so they quarrel over 
the one toy. 


Let's say it is natural. In the LMC we 
have learned that labor and management 
have to learn to live together. We have 


settled. disputes, prevented others, and a 


few times we have failed to do either. We 
have learned that we are no more than 
catalysts in the relationship between labor 
and. managment. That is all any third 
party can be, whether it is a local vohin- 
tary agency like the LMC, the Government, 
or labor legislation. 


There Are No Panaceas 


I do not see an end to labor-management 
disputes, for our economic system allows 
competition between wages and profits, be- 
tween worker and employer, for a larger 
share of the production dollar. But I do 
see a chance to eliminate, in some cases, 
and minimize in others the reduction of 
that production dollar as a result of that 
competition, It is good business to make 
that effort. 


Legislation passed in Congress and reso- 


lutions passed in union conventions can af- 


fect the relations between the front office 
and the men at the machines. But that 
effect will not be determined by the com- 
mitments of the legislation or the reso!.- 
tions. Both will intensify bad human reia- 
tions in an enterprise but will not change 
in any way the plant where good relations 
have been created through mutual effort. 


Take a look at your own back yard in- 
stead of the green lawn of the Capitol in 
Washington. It is worth study, as Toledo’s 
industrial pay rolls and profits will show.

South American Adventure 


OF GOOD FAMILY, he: He Otte Sterm (Swallow 
ress, Wm, Merrow ie 308 pgs. $3.00.) 
Hans Otte Storm was a good radio engi 

neer, a skill with which he earned his liv- 
ing and traveled at company expense. To 
the company he sold only his technical - 
knowledge. His active intellect, open eye, 
facile pen and critical view they never 
bought and they were lucky at that, for 
these could at times be embarrassing tal- 
ents. Storm’s outlooks and talents were in 
the earliest American tradition, of Frank- 
lin and Jefferson. Like them his mind 
seized on mechanical problems, made the 
world his oyster and would not shut its 
ears to the voices around him. He wrote 
everything down, in notes, letters, articles | 
and stories, always turning over the rock 
to see what had been crushed beneath, what 
was being kept from the light. 


Storm died in 1941, while installing a 
large radio transmitter for the Army. He 
left behind four novels, several stories and 
articles. Now his friend David Greenhood 
has. selected one novel, two short stories, 
several essays and gxtracts from Storm's 
notebooks and letters and brought them 
out in this volume. In every piece one 
finds the open intimacy which makes it 
difficult to skip a single line, for it would 


‘seem as impolite as ignoring any part of 


a tete-a-tete with an intelligent friend just 
returned from foreign lands bursting to tell 
what he has seen.

The novel, “Pity the Tyrant,” is the 
odyssey of a North American in South 
America, an engineer sent to work in Peru 
for an English company.. Almost immedi- 
ately he stubs his toe and bumps his head 
on the rigid · caste lines, both among the 
natives and the American and English over. 
seers. But he takes nothing for granted, 
wandering in and out of homes and of- 
fices, charmed by the lower class “cholos,” 
his Indian workers. He has an amusing 
love affair with a charming lady “of good 
family.” He meets (both in and out of 
jail) a fiery lady Communist artist, afoul 
of the law but still protected, for she too 
was “of good family.” He refuses to break 
a strike of telephone operators who have 
struck because their arms were becoming 
too tired. The switch- 
boards had been sci- 
entifically designed 
for English girls, but 
the native “cholas” 
were three inches 
shorter and nobody 
had the sense or au- 
thority to make any 
adjustment. For tis 
attitude he is snubbed 
by his fellow Ameri- 
cans and deported by 
the native politicos. 

It is difficult, to 
try fully to describe 
or explain Storm’s 
work. His own words 
so economically express his thoughts it 
would require twice the space and wouldn’t 
be half the enjoyment of the original. With 
what heartbreaking irony he can say, as 
he wanders in the morass of South Amer- 
ican politics: “He had not been a bad tyrant 
—he had stolen a good deal, and killed off 
a good number of his enemies, but after 
all he’d stood for progress.” And then there 
is a “new” tyrant, and his friends “of. good 
family,” why, “they don’t mind him calling 
himself liberator, just so it isn’t true.“ 

Storm had a sharp but sensitive wit, with 
a talent for analysis caught in a single 
phrase. He was an American who best 
expressed the limitless vistas of free thinke — 
ing. There was a creativeness in his work, 
and if it now shall stand as a model for 
young writers it is a monument he fully 
earned.

What was in Vapdenberg's mind 
is in the minds of many Ameri- 
cans who have reluctantly come to 
accept Dewey. They see him as 
the tough, even ruthless, highly 
skilled expert who can make the 
American system of divided pow- 
ers function effectively. 

Dewey is the supreme manager. 
He is the managerial revolution in 
government. It is a new phe- 
nomenon in American politics and 
that is one reason for the re- 
luctance and even the downright 
aversion that so many feel. 


Great Hazards. 


There are great hazards in the 
managerial revolution. It can be 
heartless, cruel, soulless. It can 
ignore the deeper needs of men 
and women in a time of troubled 
transition. All these things many 
people fear in Dewey at the same 
time that they recognize his 
tenacious skill and his persistent 
capacities. 

Few men have ever bad so 


ceremonial grinds away. 


One of the innumerable wisecracks 
ispread by Dewey’s doubters and 
haters goes: 

“He never forgives any slight 

he can remember and he 
never forgets anything.” 

On the whole, Dewey’s career 
has been remarkably free from 
searing attack. He has suffered 
not so ‘much from the bludgeon of 
political assault as from pricks 

d prods directed at his person 
and his character. His stature, 
‘or lack of it, his mustache, his 
unfailing precision and neatness 
have been caricatured and ridi- 
uled and it may well be that this 
orm of attack is harder to endure 
than the frontal assault. 


Behavior in 1944. 


But certainly, now is a time to 
forget. The country is sorely in 
need of the kind of unification that 
can mean decision in Washington. 

Dewey’s campaign for the presi- 
dency in 1944 had two distinct 
phases. In the first phase, as he 
moved down the West Coast in a 
series of speeches at Seattle, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, it was 
almost wholly constructive. He 
outlined the reforms he intended 
to introduce in government. 

Then beginning with Oklahoma 
City it abruptly shifted. The can- 
didate launched into an old-fash- 
ioned, pot-tossing attack on Roose- 
velt and the New Deal.. The men 
on the Dewey team explain that 
shift by saying that they were 
compelled to denounce and berate 
in order to get campaign contribu- 
tions from rich Republicans, They 
took this tack under pressure of 
necessity even though they be- 
lieved it to be mistake. 


‘Chance to Unify. 


This time the Dewey team will 
be under no such necessity. The 
odds will be heavily in favor of 
the G.O.P. candidate. I believe 
the country would respond instant- 
ly to a constructive campaign. So 
many words have been wasted in 
this convention flogging the dead 
past, It may have given the flog- 
gers some satisfaction but it did 
the country no good. 

There will be rancor left over 
for Vandenberg from those who 
feel he should have made his po- 
sition unequivocally clear at least 
a fortnight before the convention.

DEVICE RECORDS PATIENT'S 
REACTION TO ANESTHETIC 


CHICAGO, June 25 (AP) — A 
new safety robot for surgical op- 
erations was shown to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association conven- 
tion today. 

The device monitors the anes- 
thetic gases the unconscinus pa- 
tient is breathing and simultane- 
ously records how his body is re- 
sponding.

—There was a reunion for the four 
Borgstrom boys today, but it 
touched this Mormon town with 
Sadness. 


The four brothers were killed in 
the war. Now their bodies have 
been brought home from overseas. 
The caskets were placed side by 
side today for tomorrow’s funeral 
service, when all of Garland will 
pay tribute to their memory. , 

The services will be attended by 
the parents, Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Borgstrom, and by a fifth brother, 
who was discharged from the Ma- 
rine Corps on an official ruling 
“suffered 
enough unprecedented hardship.” 

The four brothers were killed 
within a period of less than six 
months in 1944. Pfc. Clyde E. 
Borgstrom fell with the Marines 
March 17 in the Solomons. Pfe. 
Elmer Leroy Borgstrom was killed 
in Italy with the Ninety-first In- 
fantry division June 22. Sgt. Ro- 
lon Borgstrom’s bomber limped 
back to England from a raid over 
Germany Aug. 8 with his body in 
its riddled fuselage. Pfc. Rulon 
Borgstrom, Rolon’s twin brother, 
died 17 days later of wounds he 
rectived while the Thirty-eighth 
Infantry, Second division, was at- 
tacking Le Dreff, France. 

In October 1944 the fifth brother 
was released and sent home to 
comfort his parents.

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The New Films

Bing In Old Vienna 
SIENNA and its fabled pre-World War I gaiety has taken 
V a beating from operetta and comedy writers in its time. 
) Their representations of the gemuetlichkeit life have 
ranged all the way from genuine merriment to the preposterous 
* rn Fe and platitudinous. One would have presumed 
7 this source had been milked dry, and another 
eS musical exploiting the charms of the empire 
period would be too much to take. But Charles 
Brackett and Billy Wilder, Hollywood’s top 
writer-director-producer team, have tackled 
it engagingly in “THE EMPEROR WALTZ,” 
now at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, and 
a a frothy, fluffy and thoroughly tasty piece of 


They ve written a mild and rather amiable satire on the 
manners of the imperial court of the decaying Austro-Hun- 
garian empire, and the brashness of the Yankee go-getter. Bing 
Crosby, whose glibly stylized chatter and casual old-shoe per- 
sonality make him just about as definitive an American for 
musical comedy purposes as George M. Cohan once was, is 
the aggressive Victrola salesman trying to make the empire 
take to the new-fangled talking machine by getting Emperor 
Franz Josef himself to indorse it. This paragon of Yankee com- 
mercial enterprise makes an effective foil for the Technicolor 
splendors and fussy elegance of the court and the arrogance 
of its doomed nobility as exemplified by Joan Fontaine. 

Wilder and Bracket and their principals have given this, in 

spite of its baroque air, an air of tongue-in-cheek realism that 
makes it plausible as well as agreeable, Miss Fontaine makes 
a haughty, imperious beauty of great distinction. Crosby is 
pure undiluted Crosby, taking his unaccustomed love-making in 
his stride as casually as he would a second chorus—perhaps too 
effortlessly for the audience to be affected by his gesture of 
giving up of his “honey-Countess” for the sake of her happiness. 
Richard Haydn gives an incisive, intelligent portrayal of Franz 
Josef, one that goes maneh ¥ Peeper than the startlingly graphic 
make-up. 
The chief comedy defice revolves around dogs—Crosby’s 
talking-machine mutt (“His Master’s Voice”) and the Countess’s 
aristocratic French poodle. I know this sounds as if it might 
be bad, and sometimes has been put to revolting use in other 
comedies, but I assure you it isn’t here. Brackett and Wilder 
are too clever in their light touch to overdo it. The musical 
numbers, with Bing singing some familiar tunes especially 
adapted, are introduced in a simple and natural manner that 
makes them quite charming. Even the splendor of the ball- 
room scenes is unobtrusive—the camera never forsakes its 
intimate human touch for the sake of spectacle. All in- All, 
“The Emperor Waltz” is continental comedy worthy of Lu- 
bitsch at his best. 

The songs are Strauss’s “Emperor Waltz,“ “The Friendly 
Mountain,” based on an Austrian folk tune, and The Kiss in 
Your Eyes,” based on “Chambré Separee,” all with lyrics by 
Johnny Burke; “I Kiss Your Hand, Madame,” and Pryor's 
“Whistler and His Dog.” 

There is a second feature, a stock dog-branded-Sheep-killer- 
story, called “SHAGGY.” 


A Musical Comedy Barrymore 

“THE PIRATE,” at LOEW’S STATE is a musical that 
falis just short of being a work of art. Lest that alarm any 
regular movie patrons, I'll hasten to add it is also a piece of 
sparkling entertainment. Its use of Technicolor is superb, 

Its richness of hue, ranging from, delicate 
pastels to brilliant bold shades, is augmented 
by beautiful costuming, lush decor, and some 
finely wrought composition of its crowd 
scenes for which Director Vincente Minnelli 
(Judy Garland's husband) and Gene Kelly 
and Bob Alton, who designed the dances, can 
share credit. The dances are just about the 
best we've ever seen on the screen. 

Kellys execution of them, particularly two quasi-ballets, 
“Nina,” and “Pirate Ballet,“ is a joy to behold, a model of 
disciplined movement and of crackling stylization. So, too, 
is his highly stylized and polished performance as Serafin, the 
magician who poses as a notorious pirate to win the love of 
the romantic Manuela. Kelly has obviously taken John Barry- 
more as a model, even down to the Barrymore pitching of the 
voice and the Barrymore gestures, but he couldn’t have chosen 
a better master. Its a consistently high-pitched portrayal of 
sardonic and merry roguery, always keyed with a background 
of exotic and romantic color. 

Cole Porter’s songs are not top-drawer Porter, it’s a pity, 
but they’re way above the usual movie musical score. “Be a 


1 
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Clown,“ is catchy, Mack the Black,“ is torrid, and Nina,“ is 


smart. But it is probably because they aren't equal to Porter's 
best, and to the fact that a rather gaunt Judy Garland seems 
to have lost her spark and vibrancy in singing some of them 
and acting Manuela, that the film falls short of being the best 
movie musical ever made. Am it is, it certainly will rank with 
“The Emperor Waltz” as one of the outstanding musicals of 
the year. 

The book is based on the play by S. N. Behrman which 
once served as a vehicle for Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fontanne. 
As a bit of nonsense about romance on a Caribbean island in 
the early nineteenth century, it has pace and lilt lacking in 
most musical books. Kelly carries off his end to perfection, 
and Walter Slezak is a fine pirate turned into respectable 
Mayor, but we're afraid that sometimes Miss Garland’s playing 
falters into a false note. 

There is a second feature, a newspaper-gangster comedy in 
Cinecolor, “HERE COMES TROUBLE,” featuring William 
Tracy. You'll probably be able to control your merriment. 


More Romance Than Comedy 
Probably Paramount thought it had another “It Happened 
One Night” in “HAZARD,” a romantic comedy at the FOX. But 
the film, though passable entertainment, is very far short of 
the Gable-Colbert classic, and the resemblance is only super 
ficial in that a man and a woman who osten- 
sibly dislike each other are thrown together 
intimately on a cross-country jaunt and, of 
course, the dislike turns fo love. Paulette God- 
dard is a society girl with gambling fever who 
runs away after losing a hand of cards to 
Gambler Fred Clark after she stakes her 
$16,000 rubber check which he holds against 
her hand in marriage. Macdonald Carey is the private detective 
who pursues her all the way from New York to the Pacific 
coast and tries to bring her back by automobile. The incidents 
of the chase aren't as funny as they were intended to be, but a 
few interesting seedy characters are brought into the story. 
Miss Goddard is her usual hard-boiled heroine. As the gentle- 
manly detective, Mr. Carey exudes charm for the benefit of 
the lady customers, but I doubt if he’ll ever set — panting 
as Gable, did and does.

UESTION: “My 58-year-old 

father usually awakes in the 

morning with severe pain in 
back of head and neck which goes 
away during the day. What is 
the cause of this?” 

Answer: Probably the most com- 
mon cause of morning headaches 
in a middle-age man is high blood 
pressure. Patients with blood pres- 
sure elevated enough to produce 
headache usually have other symp- 
toms such as insomnia, irritabil- 
ity, a sense of heaviness in the 
chegt, flushed face, etc. Head- 
aches due to high blood pressure 
are usually dull throbbing pains in 
the back of the head arid neck 
and tend to subside as the day 
progresses. 

The cause of headaches associ- 
ated with high blood pressure is 
probably due to circulation 
changes in the head, If the pa- 
tient sleeps with the head slightly 
elevated and a small pillow be- 
tween the shoulders to keep the 
neck straight, the headache often 
disappears. 


However, headache is only one 
manifestation of a serious disease, 
and can not usually be cured with- 
out treating the disease itself. 
There are many methods of treat- 
— high blood pressure, including 

th drugs and surgery. 

Gus of the most important fac- 
tors in treating high blood pres- 
sure is the patient’s readjustment 
to his environment. This readjust- 
ment is often extremely difficult 
because the disease usually occurs 
in middle-aged people who have 
developed long-standing habits 
that are hard to break.

OR an ordinary radio show hit- 
ting the networks from this 
town your average fan isn’t 
likely to wait more than four or 
five hours at the most, standing in

This show, which ends its four- 
teenth year on the air with its 
final program of the summer next 
Monday, is the super-duper soap 
opera of them all. It attracts the 
tourists and the home towners like 
a milkman’s horse attracts flies. 


It has long been a boast of the 


producers of the show that Lana 
Turner, entering the Brown Derby 
across the street from the Lux 
lineup dressed in a new French- 
type bathing suit, wouldn't pull a 
single fan out of his allotted spot 
in the line. 

The answer to the popularity of 
this show, as far as the ticket- 
seeking customers are concerned, 
is that it consistently offers per- 


appearan 
Oct. 14, 1934 when John Boles and 
Miriam Hopkins appeared in a 
radio version of “Seventh Heaven,” 
the Lux show has presented vir- 
tually every movie star in the 
business. 


The inaugural broadcast hit the 
air lanes from New York. It

More About Oklahoma Gin. 
VERY hand in Oklahoma gin 
— is a different problem. When 
a ten spot or picture card turns 
up, you should play as in regular 
gin except that the extra gin bo- 
nus makes it slightly more advan- 
tageous to try to build up a gin 
hand. When a nine spot or an 


eight turns up, you play fairly. 


normally. 

If the up card is a seven or six, 
you will find it advisable in most 
instances to play to match seven 
or more cards. You may be able 


to knock with only six matched: 


cards, but there are few combi- 
nations. 

When a four or five turns up, 
you’ should plan to match nine 
cards. Seven may do the trick on 
occasion, but it is better to aim 
for nine. With a three or a deuce 
turned, you naturally play for 
those three matched sets. 

The defensive possibilities in 
Oklahoma gin are terrific. Sup- 
pose that the ace of spades turns 
up and that you hold a very bad 
hand, If you play to build it up 
the odds are greatly in favor of 
your opponent going gin while you 
are still trying to get your second 
or third matched set together. 
Even if you have succeeded in

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How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“To Be Out on a Limb.” 


NE of our readers asks for 
0 the origin of “this typical 

American slang phrase, ‘out 
on a limb.’” The saying requires 
no explanation as to its usage, 
being familiar to everyone as de- 
picting an embarrassing situation, 
a position into which one has 
blundered or been maneuvered, 
from which there seems to be no 
chance of rescue, and no digni- 
fied retreat. 


This is one occasion where an 
expression with the sound of 
is indeed of; 
American origin, and fairly mod- 
ern—that is, it started when slang 
as we know it was in the air, and 


“American slang” 


not, as so often occurs, ancient 
wording. which only sounds mod- 
ern and American! It is straight 


-| metaphor, an imaginative allusion 


to a person or animal cornered, 
out on the limb of a tree, where 
other words, he can stay there 
and be shot at or captured, he can 
fall off and be shot or captured, 
and he can retreat to be captured 
or shot! 

The first recorded use of the 
phrase was by an American writer 
of stories of the frontier, one of 
the best known of them Wolf- 
ville’—Alfred Henry Lewis, whose 
pen name was Dan Quin; this 
usage dates 1897. Whether the 
metaphor. was of Mr. Lewis's in- 


vention is not known; possibly 
he heard it in such conversation 
as his stories depicted, and used 
it in his dialogue.
